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HE Author of the following Diſſertation, well known 
both at home and abroad, was univerſally acknow- 
lleged to be a perſon of great ingenuity, learning, 
judgment, modeſty, and religion. By theſe qualifications 
being compleatly fitted for the care of young Gentlemen in 
their travels, he diſcharged that office with extraordinary fi- 
delity and ſucceſs, for a courſe of many years. This yield- 
ed to his great abilities continual opportunities of making 
juſt obſervations on the curioſities and cuſtoms of foreign 
nations: which might have proved of great ſervice to his 
own, had not his exceſſive modeſty reſtrained him from 
communicating them to the public. On which account, 
one may imagine him leſs apprehenſive of danger from 
their cenſure, than from their applauſe ; which he had 
experienced, to a degree ſufficient to give any other man 
a tincture of vanity, when he preſented them with one of 
the firſt eſſays of his youthful pen. This was the cele- 
brated Mus ciruLa: which, having ſtolen incorrectly in- 
to the world without his privity, he was obliged, in his

how ſtrangely Commentators, Critics, and Lexicographers 
are divided upon this point. —Fzzrarius, Horrman, Mo- 

RERI, BAUDRAND, CoLLiER, and Dr. WEIIs all agree, 
that Pourzr was defeated near Philippi on the borders 
of Thrace, where BxuTus and Cassius had afterwards 
the ſame fate: and yet the three firſt ſtand confuted 
by themſelves in the very ſame page; where they make 
 Pharſalus in Theſſaly, as well as Philippi on the confines 
of Thrace, memorable for the ſame action. On the 
contrary, SERVIUS, STEPHANUs, ToRRENTIUs, PETAVIUS, 
DzsPREZ, Dacitr, SANA DON, CaTROU and Rovitte, Dr. 
HEVIIN, and Lord LAuDERDALE, are all of one opinion, 
that Baurus and Cassrus were defeated in Theſſaly, on 
the ſame ſpot which had been before fatal to Pourkv. 
In contradiction to all theſe, Mr. Ho.psworTH proves, 
from a great variety of authors, that there were two 
diſtant towns of the ſame name, where the two battles 
were fought; the one near Phar/alus in Theſſaly, the 
other near the borders of Thrace : that both theſe Phi- 
_ liþpi were in Macedonia; and both at the foot of mount 
Haemus. The firſt of which articles illuſtrates the two 
firſt verſes of Vixciu;z and the two latter explain the 


two laſt. 
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An ce examination 5 fo many ues &þ Po- 
iſtorians could not but extend this Diſſertation 
to a very conſiderable length; much farther perhaps, 


than might be thought neceſlary | for the explanation of 


four verſes. But our Author was one, who never acqui- | 
eſced in a ſuperficial knowlege of things; but in all 
his inquiries ſpared no pains, neglected no means, to 


attain at full ſatisfaction. And particularly as to this 
ſubject, he may properly be ſaid to have exhauſted it; 


having collected all the materials relating thereto, and 


treated of them in that order, and with that perſpicu- 


ity, which muſt needs convince the Reader of the Juſt- 
neſs of his ſentiments, and of the importance of his 
main deſign. Which was not barely to explain four 
verſes of OG ; but by explaining them to vindicate 


his character from the imputation of ſo groſs a piece of 


ignorance, as not to know where the two famous bat- 
tles between Julius and Pomety, and between OcTav1- 
us and BrxuTus, were fought. This was of much greater 
conſequence, than merely to aſcertain the meaning of four 
lines: fince they, who could imagine him capable of 


committing a blunder, in a matter, which might have 


been ſo eaſily known, would be apt much rather to 
think him liable to miſtakes in writing upon ſubjects, 
which to underſtand throughly required a very particu- 
lar application.

The word thus explain'd, let us next conſider, in what 


| ſenſe we muſt here underſtand it in Vizet., This, I think, 
will beſt appear by examining his Plan, from the beginning of 
the Book to this place. - 
After the Introduction, he begins whh ſuch trees as grow 
purely by Nature, from V. 10. to 21. from thence to V. 34. 
he names fix different ways of propagating, which are 
learnt by Art and Experience. Then, after an Apoſtrophe 
to Huſband-men to encourage them to improvement, an 
_ after invoking his Patron, he proceeds V. 47. to ſhew, in a 
very conciſe eaſy manner, how thoſe artificial ways of ma- 
naging trees, which he before touch'd on in general, may 
be applied to particulars ; and that all trees may be im- 
prov 'd by Art, which wou'd run wild, if left to themſelves. 
Thus far he is very regular. But how the four Verſes in 
debate come in, as Dr. MazxTyN underſtands them, or what 
connexion they can have with what goes before, is what I 
don't comprehend.

with regard to planting in general. As from V. 22. to 33. 
where he ſpeaks of the ſeveral artificial ways of managing 
trees, he begins with the moſt ſimple, and riſes gradually to 
what requires more art and experience: ſo under this head 
of improving by planting out, he raiſes his ſubject by ad- 
vancing by degrees to what is moſt difficult in tranſplant- 
ing.

He 
afterwards ſoftens this hard expreſſion by adding, that 
ce he will not determine, whether the preſent art falls ſhort 
ce of that of the Ancients, or whether our climate will not 
ce admit of the ſame advantages with the better air of Italy.” 
And then endeavours to ſtrengthen what our Poet has ſaid 
by the authority of CoLumsiLa, whom he calls © the beſt, 
c the moſt experienc'd, and moſt judicious proſe-writer on 
« Agriculture amongſt the Ancients,” to ſhew how any cion 
may be-grafted on any ſtock : which he thinks ſufficient 
to juſtifie what the Poet has relate. _

and may fix on him a charge, either of utter ignorance of What 
he was about, or at leaſt of great negligence. And there- 
fore I beg leave to offer ſome Remarks, which 1 hope may 
ſerve to illuſtrate him, and wipe off theſe -alperfians. | 


As to the ſuppos d wien of names, this cannot 


be pretended, with regard to many of the trees here men- 


tion'd, moſt of them having never been diſputed. And 
for the licence ſuppos d to be taken by the Pozt to embelli 72 
his Poem; this is only the common ere when we 
don't underſtand a Poets meaning, a ſalvo for all difficulties. 


If what Mr. MͤILLER fays is really true, that VIx0II talks 5 
of ingrafting different kinds of trees, which never was done 


in any country; This in my opinion wou'd be ſo far from 
being an embelliſhment to his Poem, it wou d well deſerve to be 


 cenſur'd. But I cannot think he can be charg'd with ſuch

We cannot doubt then, but that he had all the aſſiſtance his 


Prince or Patron, or their Gardeners, cou'd give him : and 
ſuppoſing himſelf utterly unacquainted with this Art, he 
might eaſily have been better inſtructed by them; ſo as not 
to advance Precepts directly contrary to experience, and 
which muſt be ridicul'd by every common Gardener. Nor 
can it be imagin'd, that ſo many miſtakes together, in ſo few 
lines, ſhou'd paſs a d in a Poem, which is allow'd to 
have lain long under correction. The only thing I can think 


can be pretended is, that ſuch miſtakes might 1 in that age 


be n all to want of opportunities of being better inform d 


in an affair, of which the world might then be __ d 
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to be ignorant, and to have never examin d. But this-can- 
not be pleaded. For Col uuRLLA, who afferts, as Dr. Maxryr 
obſerves, this general ingrafting, tells us, at the ſame time, 
that * © the Ancients denied it, and determin'd this, (with 
« Mr. MiLLsz) as a perpetual law, that thoſe cions only 
cc cou'd ſucceed, which are like in outer and inner bark, 
ce and fruit, to thoſe trees on which they are ingrafted,” If 
then this was look'd upon as a known and ſettled point 
amongſt the Ancients ; we cannot eaſily conceive Vigen, 
and every body about him, ſo great ſtrangers to the ſubject 
he was treating of, as to know nothing of ſuch old Maxims, 
"Tis more reaſonable to ſuppoſe, that he was acquainted with 
the ancient rule, but that he had the authority of the Virtuoſi 
of his time, as ColuukLLA had after him, for the contrary 
— and well knew what he was about. And there- 
ore not only gives one inſtance, which we will ſuppoſe for 
once might poſſibly happen through inadvertency, but names 
five different ſorts of trees to be grafted on five others; and 
in every one goes contrary to the common rule: which 
cannot well be ſuppos d to be done, but by deſign; as I 
hope to make appear.

Havin g thus ſufficiently mentioned this practice, and there 
being no neceſſity to repeat it, as he endeavours to be as 
conciſe as poſſible; he proceeds in the next place to tell us, 
that trees of different kinds may likewiſe be grafted on each 
dther. And as he had before ſhew'd, in the four preceding 
verſes, what Art coud do in tranſplanting tall trees; he 
advances here to ſhew what may likewiſe be done by the 
help of Art in grafting, vis. that any cion may be in- 
grafted on any ſtock. 

But what ſhall we ſay then to Mr. Mi1LLER's nen 
66 That all theſe ſorts of trees have been tried on each other, 
« not only in England, but alſo in Italy; and from all the 
« different Experiments which have been made, it is found, 
ce that no trees of a different kind will take on each other ?” 
Be that as it will; yet, notwithſtanding theſe modern trials, 
it by no means Nan and I think Mr. ML ER is too bold, 
when he dares affirm, that it was never practise d in any coun- 
try.

"Fis true he 
adds, Huic brevis fuit vita: yet ſuppoſing it to live never ſo 
ſhort a time, this may ſerve to ſhew, in anſwer to Mr. MILLER, 
that the thing was practicable. And even allowing that 
PLiNy might ſometimes be impos d upon, and give in too 
much to vulgar errors, we muſt obſerve, that in this place 
he ſays vidimus. See Lib, XVII. Cap. 16. His teſtimony 
is the more to be regarded, becauſe he ſometimes diſſents 
from VIS II's rules, as appears Lib. XVII. Se&. 3. Mot. 5. 
Harduin. And therefore, if theſe relating to . 
had been ſo notoriouſly falſe, as is pretended, tis probable 
he wou'd have cenſur d, inſtead of confirming them. To 
| theſe authorities from ae and PLINy, we may add 
another, tho' of ſomewhat a later date, PaiLapius; whoſe 
little Poem de Inſitione almoſt wholly confiſts of this ſort of 
ingrafting: and which, if falſe, muſt be look'd upon as no 
better than one continued rant from the beginning to the 
end.

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Among ſt other delicacies of the Auguſtan Age, Planting 


and Gardenin, g was certainly. much 1 improv'd by thoſe who, 
after the conchafzon of the civil wars, had time and fortunes 
to retire, and indulge an eaſy luxurious life. Of this num- 
ber was CN. Mam1vs, of whom Dr. MipputroN, in his 
Life of Turur, gives an excellent character, for parts, learn- 


ing, and virtue; and tells us, that he lived in ſuch favour and

« title of His Friend, &c. This man, he ſays, firſt taught 
« how to inoculate and propagate ſome of their moſt curious 
e and foreign fruits, and introduc'd the way of cutting 
« trees and groves into regular forms. On which ſubjects 
ce he publiſh'd ſeveral books mention'd by later writers . 

| This Taſte of the Great Men of that age in their retire-

ment might probably induce Avevsrus and Mazctnas to 


put VizeiL on this taſk of writing the Georgics, and give 


birth to this excellent Poem.
